Mr. Upaty (for himself and Mr. [arris) introduced the following bill; which 
was referred jointly to the Committees on Rules and Post Office and Civil 
Service 


A BILL 


To provide for the referral of certain bills, resolutions, and other 
matters to the Committee on Post Office and Civil Service of 
‘the House of Representatives and to provide for a limitation 
on and the coordination of positions which may be placed in 
GS-16, GS-17, and GS-18, and for other purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
twves of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 
That (a) this section is enacted by the Congress as an exer- 
cise of the rulemaking power of the House of Representa- 
tives, subject to and with full recognition of the power of the 
House of Representatives to enact or change any rule of the 


House at any time in its exercise of its constitutional right to 
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determine the rules of its proceedings. 
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(b) (1) Upon the introduction in the House of Repre- 


sentatives of any bill, resolution, or other matter any part 


of which relates to any position in, or other matter relating 


to, the Federal civil service which is within the jurisdiction 
of the Committee on Post Office and Civil Service of the 
House, the Speaker of the House shall provide for the referral 
of the part involved to the Committee on Post Office and Civil 
Service and for such concurrent or sequential referral as 
the Speaker considers appropriate. 

(2) The chairman of any committee of the House con- 
sidering any bill, resolution, or other matter any part of 
which— | 

(A) relates to any position in, or matter relating 

‘to; the ‘Federal civil service which is within the juris-_ 

"diction of the Committee on Post Office and Civil Serv- 
ice, and | | 

_- (B) has not been considered by the Committee on 

Post Office and Civil Service, | 
shall, after such matter is reported to the House and before 


it is considered by the House, notify the chairman of the 


- Committee on Post Office and Civil Service and the Speaker 


that such part is being so considered. Upon receiving such 
notification, the Speaker shall refer such part to the Com- 


mittee on Post Office and Civil Service.

(2) Notwithstanding the provisions of any law (other 
than section 5108 of such title 5), the authority granted to 
an agency (within the meaning of section 5102 (a) (1) of .

(3) Subsection (a) of section 5108 of title 5, United 
States Code, is amended to read as follows: “A majority 
of the civil service commissioncrs may. establish, and from 
‘time to time revise, the : maximum numbers of positions (not 
to exceed an aggregate of 5,915) wlidiaay: be placed in 
GS-16, GS-17, and GS-18 at any one time. However, under . 
this authority, not to exceed 25 percent of the ageregate 
number may be placed in GS-17 and not to exceed 12 per- 
cont of the aggregate number may be placed in GS-18. A 
position may be placed in GS-16, GS-17, or GS-18 only 
by action of, majority of the civil service commissioners.” 
(b).(1) Notwithstmding the provisions of any other 
" provision of law (other than section 3104 of ttle 5, United 
-States Code), the authority granted to an agency (within 
the means of section 5102 (a) (1) of such title 5) to 
establish scientific or professional positions outside of the

(2) Section 3104 of title 5, United States Code, is 
amended by striking out subsections (a) and (b) and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof ihe following: 

“(a) A majority of the Civil Service Commissioners 
may establish, and from time to time revise, the maximum 
number of scientific or professional positions (not to exceed 


1,238) for carrying out research and development functions 


"which require the services of specially qualified personnel 


which may be established outside of the General Schedule. 
Any such position may be established only by action of a 
majority of the Civil Sorvies Commissioners.”’. 

(3) Subsection (c) of such section 3104 is amended— 

(A) by striking out “(c)” and inserting in licu 

_thercof “(b)”; and : 

(2) by striking out “to establish and fix the pay 
of positions under this section and” and inserting in lieu 
thereof “to fix under section 5361 of this title the pay 
for positions established under this section”. _ 

(c) (1) The provisions of subsections (a) and (b) shall 
not apply with respect to any position so long as the individ- 
ual occupying such position on the day before the date of 
the enactment of this Act continues to occupy such position. 
(2) The Civil Service Commissioners— 


(A) in establishing under section 5108 of title 5, 
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which may be placed in GS-16, GS-17, and GS-18, and 
(B) in establishing under section 3104 of such 
title 5 the maximum number of scientific or professional 


positions which may be established, 
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shall take into account positions to which paragraph (1) of

that meet the definition of an 
"agency" in Title 5, 5102, in which 
CIA is expressly excluded.
